The eyes of the legal world and both 
sides of the growing debate about the role 
of guns in society will focus on the state 
Supreme Court Tuesday as justices hear 
arguments in a lawsuit by the victims of 
the Sandy Hook school massacre against 
the manufacturer of the weapon used in 
the shooting.

HARTFORD — The new state budget 
was signed on Halloween, but the deficit 
is already projected at more than $178 
million for the current fiscal year.
